FORT MASON, Calif. — Nine- 
year-old Timmy Mears, whose 
dream of becoming a “walkin’ ‘sol, 
dier” reached the-hearts of hun- 
_s all over the world, died on 
29 F , in an Oakland hos- 


A letter Timmy’s mother wrote 

to Oakland Army Terminal asking 
soldiers to write to her leukemia- 
stricken son was forwarded to 
Army Times and printed in a Feb- 
ruary issue. 
But the bed-ridden youngster 
lapsed into a coma before the de- 
luge of letters, pictures and. hon- 
orary titles (Fort Riley, Kans. 
“commissioned” him an infantry 
captain, a 30th Infantry unit at 
Fort Sill, Okla., made him a PFC) 
reached him. He never regained 
consciousness. 

Mrs. Mears wrote the follow- 
ing letter of thanks the Wednesday 
before Timmy died: 

“To All “Walkin’ Soldiers” Every-

Odds are that the House Veterans 
committee will shelve all but one 
section of the Senate-passed bill 
(S-1138). The Vocational Rehabili- 
tation Provision for service-con- 
nected disabled veterans is The 
Lone Provision with Administra- 
tion Backing. 

In testimony before the House 
Veterans committee, -representa- 
tives of the Budget Bureau, Defense 
Department, U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion, the General Acgounting Of- 
fice, and the Veterans Administra- 
tion opposed the bill because: 


® Of its cost. The VA estimates 
§-1138 would cost taxpayers $178 
million the first year and would 
reach a total cost of $2.7 billion by 
1973. 

® It would stifle reenlistments 
of the armed forces. Defense ob- 
jected that it would induce men to 
leave service in order to get the 
benefits, thereby cutting down the 
reenlistment rate. 

® It makes no distinction be- 
tween wartime and peacetime serv- 
ice. William Driver, chief VA bene- 
fits director, observed: “The time 
honored position of the combat vet- 
eran would be impaired by granting 
equal benefits to the peacetime ex- 
serviceman.” 

® “Proposed benefits. are not 
needed for bona fide readjustment 
purposes.”

Bill Aids 
114,000 
Retireds

WASHINGTON Over 49,000 
retired officers and 64,000 retired 
enlisted men would get pay in- 
creases if the retired pay equaliza- 
tion bill passes. 

Another 51,504 officers and 32,- 
490 enlisted men would get no pay 
raises under the bill. Most of the 
officers in this latter group were 
retired under laws in effect before 
the Career Compensation Act was 
passed. Presumably, they are all 
disability retirees. 

These and other facts were re- 
vealed in an analysis of the much- 
discussed equalization bill pre- 
pared by Defense for House 
Armed Services committee chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D., Ga.). A De-

WASHINGTON. — Sen. Eugene

A TDY enroute to a new perma- 
nent change of station will not 
block collection of an advance if 
the member is otherwise eligible. 
The advance can be collected any 
time after receipt of PCS orders 
but not more than 30 days after 
reporting to the new station. It 
may be made in one, two or three 
installments. 

Payback of a PCS advance must 


be designed to give the govern 
ment back its money within six 
months. 


It begins on the first of the month 
following the month in which the 
advance is made. This means, for 
example, that a member collecting 
this week would have his pay hit 
beginning 1 April but would not 
feel the bite from his pay check 
until 30 April. 

Where the advance is being col- 
lected in installments, the service 
will get its money back in install- 


can be trimmed to.as much as one 
half the amount for quarters. 
Remote duty, where the member 
is some distance from his pay of- 
fice, can also be basis for an ad- 
vance. Here, the amount can be up 
to three month’s pay (less with- 
holding and deductions). But the 
commander must approve advances 
for both officers and enlisted men.

PAYBACK in the distant station 
case must be complete before new 
payment is made. There is an ex- 
ception allowed, however, for in- 
stallment repayments in hardship 
cases, 

The schedule for repayments will 
be added to the members’s pay 
record. The DOD rule does not al- 
low advances for both PCS and dis- 
tant duty at the same time. 

In case of death, the govern- 
ment still wants its money back, 
if possible. If the member dies 
before the full advance is settled 
up, any unpaid pay and allowances 
due at time of death may be used 
to liquidate the advance. 

The Defense directive was ef- 
fective on the date of issuance 
and the services have until mid- 
April to submit their follow-up

D-Day, for the exercise, a simu- 


area, was set for 8 March. 

The nations -which have been 
invited to join forces of the U.S. 
Continental Army Command and 
the Tactical Air Command in the 
exercise are Brazil, Chile, Colom- 
bia, Panama and Peru. Banyan 
Tree I took place in Panama last 
February and involved only U.S. 
troops and airmen. 

The other American Republics 
participating in the exercise, with 
the exception of Panama, are par- 
ties with the U.S. to bilateral 
military assistance agreements in 
which they have agreed to develop 
specific units of their armed forces 
for the performance of agreed 
hemispheric defense missions un- 
der the Rio Treaty.. Since 1953, 
the U.S. has been providing these 
countries training and material as- 
sistance in support of such units, 
as authorized by the Mutual Se- 
curity Act. 

The exercise will take place 
within the Canal Zone and at a 
treaty-provided military training 
area near the town of Rio Hato 
on the Pacific side of the Republic 
of Panama through 18 March. 

Lt. Gen. Ridgely Gaither, USA, 
commander in chief, Caribbean, 
will control all forces while they 
are in the Caribbean Command 
area. Approximately 5000 men 
and 150 aircraft will take part.

THE CONCEPT of the exercise, 
in which highly mobile forces of 
the Strategic Army Corps, the 
U.S. Tactical Air Command and 
the Latin American participants 
will move into a simulated combat 
situation, is based upon rapid rein- 
forcement of Caribbean Command 
forces engaged in combatting an 
aggressor who has executed a sur- 
prise invasion in the vicinity of 
Rio Hato. 

The Strategic Army Corps forces 
in the maneuver will consist of a 
reinforced battle group from the 
82d Abn.

Better Recon, More Speed 
Urged as Army R & D Goal 


WASHINGTON. — The Army is 
falling behind in. discovering ways 
to move faster, know more about 
its enemy and stay effective on the 
battlefield, Dr. Ellis A. Johnson, 
director of the Johns Hopkins Op- 
erations Office (ORO) said this 
week. 


Army R&D efforts to improve 
firepower have been “tremendous- 
ly successful” in the past. Now 
more R&D effort should be spent 
in these other areas, he indicated, 
“to maintain the overall superior- 
ity of the United States Army.” 

To define ways and means_ to 
bring this about, a two-week series 
of conferences, known as Pisgah 
V, under ORO ‘auspices opened 
here this week. 

Three groups of about the same 
size make up the conference total of 
125.. These groups include Army 
officers, scientists from industry 
and the Army technical services, 
and scientists from ORO. 

At the end of the conference, 
recommendations will be made to 
Lt. Gen. Arthur Trudeau, Army 
chief of R&D,.who will “respond 
to them,” the Army said. 

- * * 


THERE ARE two major commit- 
tees, each broken up into five 
study groups. The first committee 
is: on “operational control” and 
will have study groups dealing with 
battlefield communications, - infor- 
mation display devices, protection 
and morale of the soldier, security 
and protection of combat units and 
combat intelligence. The second 


committee on firepower will have 
study groups considering chemical 
warfare, nuclear warfare, air de- 
fense, weapons for close support 
and support weapons. 

Time period which the confer- 
ence has under consideration is 





needs of the Army and how to meet 
them between 1960 and 1972. 


The conference, Dr. Johnson 
said, is a kind of “brainstorming 
effort designed to establish for the 
Army chief of R&D a proposed 
priority for research and develop- 
ment projects...”

SUCH BASIC questions as the 
following will be - considered: 

1. “The kind of weapons to make 
small groups of infantrymen and 
small. groups of tanks more than 
a match for numerically superior 
enemy forces.” 

2. “The kind of vehicles to carry 
men and weapons leng distances 
without breakdown and high fuel 
consumption.” 

3. “The kinds of devices, tactics 
and communications facilities need- 
ed to. locate and bring fire to bear 
on targets of opportunity.” 

4. “The types and numbers, of 
ships and aircraft required to meve 
Army -ground forces wherever 
needed in time to forestall or con- 
trol aggression.” 

The overall theme of the confer- 
ence appears to bear out earlier 
statements by Gen... Trudeau that 
the Army’s R&D effort must at- 
tack problems not so glamorous. as 
those of big missiles. and putting 
men in space but just as important 
to the individual and his survival 
as any of these more glamorous 
efforts. 


Welch Wins

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A requisition that required two 
hours to type is now prepared in 
20 minutes.

Automation, performing. this 
important. function in supply, has 
been tested and proven. more 
economical, more efficient and 
much faster than any previously 
used method of requisitioning 
supplies for military installations 
from centrally located depots, of- 
ficials said.

THE TRANSCEIVER operates 
in a manner similar to the key 
punch machine. The operator places 
the punched cards in the machine. 
The machine reads the cards, trans- 
lating the punched holes into 
impulses that travel by telephone 
wire to the supply ‘depot. 

Before using the transceiver, the 
operator picks up a direct telephone 
to a special operator in Atlanta, 
Ga. He tells the operator that he 
wants, for example, the Ordnance 
Depot in Anniston, Ala. Anniston 
is expecting the call for it is on the 
schedule. 

When the Fort Benning trans- 
ceiver and the one in Anniston are 
connected, the two operators talk 
over the phone. Fort Benning may 
say, “I have 58 requisitions and 62 
messages for you.” The messages 
could be tracers, cancellations or 
other information. 


First, 

right kind of cards in the machine 
to receive the message, and, sec- 
ond, it must know when it has 
received the entire requisition. 

An indicator oscillates for a 
moment and then the machine be- 
gins to move. The cards are auto- 
matically dropped into position to 
pass under the “fingers” that read 
the holes. 

As instantaneously as the voice 
may be heard on the telephone, 
the impulses traverse the wire, 
are machine read and punched 
on requisition cards at the depot 
in Anniston. 

Sending requisitions to a supply 
depot requires a negligible amount 
of time, If the weather is stormy, 
a little interference delays recep- 
tion but the machine automatical- 
ly repeats. 

The transceiver not only sends 
messages and requisitions but re- 
ceives information from the depot, 
such as shipment data and advice, 


Harris Gets Degree 


SUITLAND, Md. — CWO Cleve- 
land A. Harris recently received a 
bachelor of science degree from 
the University of Maryland. He is 
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—considered by many the best gen- 
eral from the volunteer ranks in 
the entire Civil War. 

After the war he went back to 
Congress, this time as a Republican, 
joined the party’s radical wing 
and was one of the House managers 
in the impeachment trial of Presi- 
dent Johnson. 

And on March 29, 1870, on the 
floor of the House, Logan took his 
revenge on William Tecumseh 
Sherman. He was almost in tears as 
he told of the “injustice” he had 
suffered at the hands of Sherman 
and “the West Point Clique.” 

. 


LOGAN INTRODUCED a bill to 
curtail the Army’s power, drastical- 
ly cut personnel and reduce 
salaries. Among salaries to be 
trimmed was Sherman’s. When 
Grant became President, Sherman 
was named general and as head of 
the Army received, in total pay, 
allowances and money for horses, 
$18,700. 

Logan wanted to cut this to 
$12,000. He made much of the fact 
that the Vice President was being 
paid, at the time, the munificent 
sum of $8,000 a year and he spoke 
tearfully of the “poor shot-to-pieces 
privates” throughout the country 
who needed pensions. Logan criti- 
cized Sherman’s travel expenses, 
his entertaining and his prominent 
position in the Washington social 
whirl. 

Sherman was infuriated. He de- 
fended himself eloquently: 

“I claim that I have earned my 
past and present pay; during the 
war when I commanded more 
troops than the Duke of Wellington 
had in Spain my pay as a brigadier 
general and major general was less 
than his private secretary’s. 

“I believe my present pay is not 
wholly for present work but is in 
great part for past services... 
What money will pay Meade for 
Gettysburg? ... What Sheridan for 
Winchester! . . . What Thomas 
for Chickamauga, Chattanooga or 
Nashville?” 

But Logan got his way and the 
bill passed. It was modified, how- 
ever, largely through the efforts of 
Rep. Henry Warner Slocum, an- 
other ex-major general and one of 
Sherman’s old corps commanders. 
In the end Sherman’s ificome was 
reduced to $13,500 salary.and $3000 
for rent and horses—$16,500. That 
was a $2200 pay cut.

an explanation. In his reply, Logan 
told Sherman what the latter had 
never known: that he, Logan, went 
home to campaign at election time 
under secret orders from President 
Abraham Lincoln. 


LOGAN was the daddy of veter- 
ans’ legislation. He had organized 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
the American Legion of its day, and 
he made soldiers’ pensions a make- 
or-break issue for politicians. He 
also founded Memorial Day. 

Later he served in the Senate 
and in 1884 he ran for Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States on a 
ticket with the “Plumed Knight” of 
the Republican Party, James G. 
Blaine. Blaine had earlier resigned 
as Seeretary of State and he was 
succeeded in that office by Fred- 
erick Theodore Frelinghuysen, the 
great grandfather of Peter Freling- 
huysen, who is now worrying about 
the “Congressional Gap.”

WASHINGTON — The annual Department of the Army 
Flight Status Review Board will convene in the third quarter 
of fiseal year 1960 to screen the personnel and flying records 





Signalmen

Olympics 


PRES. OF SAN FRANCISCO.— 
An expert team of 20 Army broad- 
cast engineers worked seven days 
a week at Squaw Valley, Calif., site 
of the 1960 VIII Winter Olympic 
Games, to prepare for “live” radio 
coverage for both Europe and Asia. 

During the games, 18-28 Febru- 


ary, the specially trained Army, 


technicians monitored radio broad- 
casts by world commentators. As 
a result of these efforts, radio 
Japan, Sweden, or the USSR were 
able to broadcast direct and “live” 
from Squaw Valley to their native 
countries. 

“The Signal Corps had been 
working on this for the past six 
months,” Sp5 George O. Cobb, 
56th Sig. Repair Co., Fort Huachu- 
ca, explained. “Approximately 100 
miles of spiral cable had been es- 
tablished over the slopes here in 
the valley.” 


At the finish of each ski run 
there were a number of mobile 
broadcast booths which sat upon 
runners like sleds. During the 
events, while a radio commentator 
described the Olympic competition, 
an Army technician was in the 
booth monitoring the voice level 
and assuring that the radio recep- 
tion was as near perfect as possi- 
ble. “We call it ‘riding gain,’ ’ Cobb 
said. “We listened and adjusted 
the volume accordingly; it was then 
transmitted from the booths to the 
Press Building.”

THE PRESS Building at Squaw 
Valley has 34 tiny broadcast booths 
equipped to handle radio traffic 
from Squaw Valley to all the world. 
“Live” broadcasts were  trans- 
mitted from the building to the 
Bell Telephone facilities in the 
valley and from there direct to the 
intended nation. 


The Army combed the Signal 
Corps for its most experienced, 
able and intelligent men. The pre- 
requisites for assignment to Squaw 
Valley include broadcast experi- 
ence, the ability to ski, and the 
command of at least one foreign 
language. 

“It’s not only the experience and 
the language that made this job a 
challenge,” Cobb concluded,” but 
along with our regular duties, we 
were instructed in the use of Am- 
pex and Collins Corp. equipment. 
Each of these companies as well as 
the Kodak Company donated the 
latest in electronics and photo- 
graphic equipment. As a result, 
we helped them to make foreign 
broadcasts of the games, and at 
the same time we gained valuable 
experience with the best equip- 
ment.” 

The work of the Army Signal 
men at Squaw Valley was only one 
facet of the job being done by the 
Department of Defense Support 
Detachment at the mountain-walled 
Olympic site. More than 700 men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Air Force worked long hours 
here and lent expert aid to the 
Olympic Organizing Committee in 
order to create, at Squaw Valley, 
the most-compact and complete 
games area ever known to Olympic 
winter competition.

The Flight Status Review Board 
is constituted in accordance with 
Department of Defense directives 
and within the specific provisions 
of Section IV, AR 600-107. The 
board will be composed of a mini- 
mum of five senior aviation of- 
ficers selected for experience, ma- 
turity and sound judgment. 


This review board is an integral 
part of the Army’s Flight Status 
selection system which requires. a 
periodic review of flying and serv- 
ice records of each Army aviator 
on flying status. The objective 
of this system is to perpetuate 
the highest standards in the per- 
formance of both career branch 
and aviation duties by individual 
aviators. Selection of individuals 
for retention on flying status will 
be based on the criteria established 
in Section IV, AR 600-107, 18 July 
1956 with change 3 dated 29 Oct. 
1958.

AS IN THE CASE of other se- 
lection type boards, the findings 
and recommendations of the Flight 
Status Review Board are based on 
an Objective evaluation of the in- 
dividual aviator’s flight record files 
and other official personnel rec- 
ords available. within Department 
of the Army. Individual aviators 
will not appear before the board. 

Army aviators to be suspended 
from flying status by board action 
will be notified by the Adjutant 
General through appropriate com- 
mand channels. Suspension will 
be effective 90 days following date 
of notification. 

In addition to the flight status 
review board convened annually 
at the Department of the Army, 
Flying Evaluation Boards are con- 
vened in the field by major com- 
mands as required. The Flying 
Evaluation Board evaluates the 
professional qualifications of an in- 
dividual aviator for continuation 
on flying duty when flying deficien- 
cies or other disqualifying condi- 
tions are indicated.

STRAC Air Move to Puerto Rico 
To Be One of Army’s Largest 


FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Exercise 
Big Slam Puerto. Pine, the com- 
bined Army and Air Force train- 
ing exercise to be conducted this 
month, will be one of the largest 
air-lifted troop movements of. its 
kind, according to Army authori- 
ties. 

A Strategic Army Corps force of 
some 20,000 troops from 78 STRAC 
units at 29 home stations will out- 
load from 13 departure airfields 
and fly to an overseas staging area 
in Puerto Rico and return. 

Approximately 11,000 tons of 
Army equipment will accompany 
the troops, as STRAC’s mobility 
and the Air Force’s air lift capabil- 
ity is put to test. 

STRAC is ready to strike rapidly 
and decisively at any time and at 
any spot on the globe. Long dis- 
tance air movement of troops and 
equipment is one of the major prob- 
lems facing its staff. 


Primary activities for STRAC 
will be to test the complex supply 
and operational problems in de- 
ploying a sizeable force over great 
distances, rapidly and effectively.

IN THE EARLY MORNING 
hours of 14 March, the Military 
Air Transport Service will deploy 
some 370 of its strategic aircraft 
to on-load bases for movement to 
Puerto Rico. The aircraft will fly 
925 trips requiring each aircraft 
to fly approximately three. sorties. 

Army objectives in this exercise 
are: (1) to train STRAC staff offi- 
cers in planning air movement of 
a sizeable force with their equip- 
ment; (2) to train STRAC staffs 
in planning a large scale assault; 
(3) to test the ability of STRAC 
units to operate in staging areas; 
(4) to train STRAC troops in the 
loading and air movement of se- 
lected items of equipment.

Fort Lewis Troops to Fly 
4500 Miles for Exercise 


FORT LEWIS, Wash. — Fourth 
Infantry Division soldiers started 
the final count-down this week 
for their part in the largest troop 
airlift in U.S. peacetime history. 


More than 1500 men of the divi- 
sion’s STRAC. force—the 2d BG, 
39th Inf., reinforced by other com- 
bat elements—will be flown to 
Puerto Rico and back starting 14 
March in Exercise Big Slam/ 
Puerto Pine. 

Most of the planes that will carry 
the Fort Lewis task force and their 
1200 tons of equipment are from 
the 1705th Military Air Transport 
Squadron at McChord AFB. 

Just one refueling stop — at 
Tinker AFB near Oklahoma City 
—is planned. It’s about 4500 miles 
from here to Puerto Rico as the 
MATS planes fly. 

Most of the troops will ride on 
C-118 and C-121 aircraft. The 118 
is the MATS equivalent of the DC-6 
and the 121 a military model of 
the Constellation. 

Weapons and gear will be hauled 
in the giant new C-133 Hercules 
and the workhorse C-124 Globe- 
masters. 

Ramey AFB at northwest tip of 
Puerto Rico is the touch-down point 
for the Fort Lewis task force. The 
base fronts on the Caribbean and 
the troops have been invited to 
bring along swim suits.

Flexible Strategy C 
And How It Got Its |

ROM its inception, the Army had never been happy with the New Look. General Ridg- 
way, the Army Chief of Staff, found himself frequently in a minority of one against 


the other chiefs. 
and led to his retirement. 

It was not the emphasis and 
favor bestowed upon air power 
which aroused Army misgivings. 
Its leaders per- 
ceived in the 
restrictions 
placed upon 
our armed 
forces in Korea 
a sharp re- 
mindér of the 
importance of 
political fac- 
tors in the de- 
cisions of civi- 
lian leadership. 
Was it realistic 
to assume the unrestricted use of 
atomie weapons in future mili- 
tary operations? The Korean ex- 
perience suggested “no,” and the 
fall of Dien Bien Phu exposed the 
weakness of the New Look 
strategy. 

In spite of those lessons U.S. 
military forces were progressive- 
ly adjusted to the New Look. 
Meanwhile, the United States re- 
vealed a megaton weapon in the 
1952 Eniwetok test. This was fol- 
lowed in August, 1953, by news 
of a Soviet hydrogen explosion. 
Now for the first time there was 
discussion of the effect of the 
eventual loss of U. S. atomic 
monopoly. 

The first Soviet nuclear ex- 
plosion preceded the Korean War 
by nearly a year. But our leaders 
had ignored, or affected to ig- 
nore, the political disadvantages 
of large-yield nuclear weapons 
and the obvious fact that they are 
inapplicable to lesser conflicts. 

Soviet progress in the nuclear 
field made it impossible to ignore

the fact that the world power 
situation was undergoing an im 
portant change. In January 1955, 
the National Security Council 
made its first comprehensive re- 
view of the 1953 statement of the 
New Look. 


Recognition was given for the 
first time to the possibility of 
mutual deterrence and the im- 
portance in such a period for the 
United states to have versatile, 
ready forces to cope with limited 
aggression. Otherwise the coun- 
try might have to choose between 
yielding to loeal aggression or 
applying the undiscriminating 
power of nuclear destruction. 

Army leaders found great hope 
in this new guidance. I received 
a copy in Tokyo shortly before 
my return to the United States. 

I developed prior to my return 
to Washington the first draft of a 
paper which provided the outline 
for a military program carrying 
out the National Security Council 
guidance as [ understood it. After 
I became chief of staff, the docu- 
ment was approved by Army Sec- 
retary Brucker. It was the first

“The National Military Pro- 
gram must be suitable for flex- 
ible application to unforeseen sit- 
uations. It cannot be geared to 
any single weapons system, stra- 
tegic concept, or combination of 
allies, It must be capable of sup- 
porting our national policy in all 
situations. It should attract es- 
sential allies, and not repel other 
allies. In short, the military pro- 
gram of the United States should 
include all reasonable measures 
to prevent general and local war 
and at the same time contain the 
potentiality of waging any war, 
large or small . = 

Balanced Forces Needed 

This document is noteworthy 
for its unqualified assertion that 
the deterrence of war is the 
primary objective of the armed 
forces. 

If we act in consistence with 
the principle of deterrence, we 
should make ample provisions 
for those forces contributing to 
ths deterrence of general war, 
the deterrence of local aggres- 
sioniand the defeat of local ag- 
gression before seeking to satisfy 
the full requirement for survival 
or victory in general war. 

Personally, I doubt this latter 
requirement can ever be deter- 
mined, much less satisfied. 

The acceptance of such prior- 
ities would have placed the so- 
called limited war forces in vir- 
tually equal priority with the 


‘ atomic deterrent forces. It would 


have given added emphasis to 
conventional armaments and to 
the needs for war reserves and 
the needs for war reserves and 
mobilization capacity. It would 
have been a denial of the validity 
of the short war concept of the 
New Look. 

My Army paper outlining a 
new National Military Program 
was first introduced for con- 
sideration by the other services 
at the meeting of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff at the Ramey Air Force 
Base, Puerto Rico, 3 March to 9, 
1956. My colleagues read it 
politely and then quietly put it to 
one side. The other services were 
quite content with the status quo. 

Admiral Radford later became 
convinced it would be financially 
impossible to continue the mili- 
tary programs as planned and 
that the economies should be 
made at the expense of the con- 
ventional (non-atomic) forces. In 
particular he was determined to 
eliminate consideration of the 
possibility of a conventional war 
with the Soviet Union. 

The issues took the form of an 
argument over the definition of 





general war. | proposed language 
which would recognize the pos- 
sibility of some limitations on 
the use of atomi¢ weapons, par- 
ticularly in the initial stages of a 
conflict with the USSR, and the 
consequent need for convention- 
al forces of significant size. 
Radford Takes Offensive 
Admiral Radford and the other 
chiefs opposed this change which 
would have justified greater ex- 
penditures for non-atomic forces. 
My view was overruled and gen- 
eral war defined as a conflict 
in which the U.S. and USSR 
would be directly involved and in 
which atomic weapons would be 
used at the outset. 


The same decision authorized 
the armed forces to count on 
atomic weapons not only from 
the outset of general war but also 
in situations short of genera] war 
when required by military con- 
siderations. These actions ruled 
out consideration of a conven- 
tional conflict of any sort with 
the USSR and weakened the case 
for conventionally armed forces 
in limited wars. 

With this victory to support his 
position, Admiral Radford in 
July 1956, led a major effort to 
cut the conventional forces and 
particularly the Army. He intro- 
duced the most drastie proposal 
of the New Look period. Al- 
though it failed, the Radford pro- 
posal is an indication of the ex- 
tent to which the extreme par- 
tisans of Massive Retaliation were 
prepared to go. 

Under it, Army deployments in 
Europe and Asia were to be re- 
duced to small atomic task forces. 
The Army in the United States 
was also to be greatly reduced 
and limited primarily to civil de- 
fense missions. The business of 
fighting limited. wars would be 
given to air and naval forces, 
with the Marines doing the 
ground fighting. 

(At a JCS meeting on 9 July, 
General Tayler vigorously de- 
fended his thesis, but his words 
were received “in strained si- 
lence.” He felt sure that the 
“usual four-te-one split” would 
be later carried to the Secre- 
tary of Defense. — Editor). 

That might well have resulted 
but for help from an unexpected 
quarter. On 13 July the New 
York Times carried an article by 
the late Anthony Leviero with the 
haedline, “Radford Seeking 800,- 
000 Man Cut.” 

It appeared that Leviero had 
either benefited from a deliber- 
ate leak or succeeded in putting 
together bits and pieees of facts 
gleaned from individuals who 
knew something about what was 
up. In any case, he had done a 
very shrewd job. 

The so-called Radford leak 
created a tremendous hullabaloo. 
An immediate investigation was 
started to try to determine the 
source. Abroad, Chancellor Ade- 
nauer in particular was very 
much concerned about the report- 
ed proposal to reduce Army 
forces, in Eurepe. 

As a result of this publicity, 
Admiral Radford’s proposal was 
withdrawn. The critical danger 
to our overseas deployments and 
limited war forces was laid for 
the moment.

Ease Off 





Last week we pointed out here two 


reasons why the squabble over the defense 
program is so bitter this year. One is that 
the services have $300 million less budgeted 
for them than in fiscal year 1959 in terms of 
the dollar’s worth that year, The second is 
that new weapons and concepts fuel the old 
controversy over who does’ what — a con- 
troversy especially bitter, in our opinion, be- 
cause unless the Air Force can control cer- 
tain new weapons, its reason for existence 
comes into question with the death of the 
big bomber. 

It is true that the Soviets have developed 
accurate missiles of intercontinental range 
and are building them “serially” (to take a 
phrase from Chairman Khrushchev). But 
when leaders like Air Force Gen, Power 
state that “X” missiles will obliterate the 
U.S. as a fighting power, it then becomes 
pertinent to know what number Russia has on 
hand and probably will have on hand—not 
what number it could have on hand. 

This point is pertinent—for 1960. Could 
have can become do have over a short period. 
But the difference between them is important 
when such things.as keeping a third or a 
fourth of the SAC bombers airborne are 
concerned. Maybe that will be necessary if 
the Soviets reach the do have stage before 
we accomplish certain things we’re working 
on. As insurance against lags in our own 
missile program and a speed-up in Russia’s 
perhaps we ought to prepare to keep many 
of the big bombers aloft. But is it actually 
wise to put them up there now? 

While Russia is moving from could have 
to do have, what is our nation doing in its 
total war preparations? And what could it 
be doing that it is not? 

For one thing, we have SAC — on the 
ground, mostly, but fueled and ready. There 
is also the Air Force proposal to disperse 
some of these planes to commercial airfields. 
This is good. For another thing, we have the 
nuclear bomb-bearing carriers of the Sixth 
and Seventh Fleets in the western Pacific 
and Mediterranean. Then we soon will have 
Polaris, carried by submarines and said to be 
three years ahead of schedule and due to be 
operational before the end of this calendar 
year. Fourth is big Atlas or its equivalents. 
Not a complete success yet, but the thing 
does fire a good part of the time and goes 
a long way when it does. 

To sum up: We face a grave threat, but 


one of the near future, not the present. To” 


meet it, we are doing a number of things: 
a ground-ready SAC, ready carrier striking 
forces, Polaris and Atlas. We could do more: 
a modernized Army and a workable missile- 
killer system, more dispersal of the big 
bombers, more ICBMs in more places. A bet- 
ter civil defense effort. 

But to burn out the SAC keeping it aloft; 
to spend millions in “hardened” ICBM launch- 
ing sites (no “harder,” actually, that the 
openings from which the missiles must 
emerge); to run the Minuteman (not an 
ICBM but a medium-range missile) around 
the country on railroad trains — these add 
little to defense, but have much of the 
phoney about them.

Promotions and Puzzles

Reference is made to your 6 February issue, subject: “Army Restates 
Its E-8, E-9 Promotion Policy” (page 26) and the article, “Good Promotion 
Year,” under the heading, “Enlisted” (page 26). 

The article (Army Restates) says in paragraph three, “Reports reach- 
ing DA indicate that some non-commissioned officers do not understand 
the theory and intent governing promotion to E-8 and £-9.” 

This same article goes further by stating, under the caption, “Ac- 
cording to the letter: “These new enlisted grades were added to the grade 
structure to provide increased career progression to relieve compression 
in grade E-7’.” 

However, by extracting the figures given in the “Good Promotion 
Year” article, I come up with the following estimated strength figures:

Apparently, the only relief on compression in grade E-7 will be created 
by retirement of E-7s, and if the hump retirements of War II (BM) 
veterans retiring during the period ’59-’61 are analyzed, we'll find that 
this figure will be the only figure DA can draw on for E-7 promotions. 

That there will be more retirements during the hump period will create 
the illusion that E-7 slots are opening up. All the while, one out of three 
current E-7s will be promoted to E-8 or E-9 and DA can budget for the 
difference in pay between E-7, E-8 and E-9 for 11,900 positions. 

An E-8 increase is worth approximately $30 a month to an E-7. 
ys ge by 12, this equals $360, or yearly multiplied by 8,900 = $2,- 
723,400. 

An E-9 increase from E-7 is worth on the average of $80 a month. 
Multiplied by 12 = $960 yearly which, if multiplied by 3,000, is $2,880,000, 
for a total increased FY expenditure of $5,603,400. 

Since the total estimated FY ’61 figures in grades E-7, E-8 and E-9 
are 681 less than FY ’58, there apparently will be no promotions from 
grade E-6 to E-7 (except for retirement vacancies) for 13,000 E-6s. 

The non-promotion of 13,000 E-6s will save on the average of $35 
per man x 12 months = $420 x 13,000 = $5,460,000. By saving $5,460,000 
on the E-6 program and spending $5,603,400 on the E-8, E-9 program, it 
actually costs the Army $143,000 per fiscal year for the E-8, E-9 upgrading 
program. 

Now if Congress appropriated extra funds for the Department of 
the Army upgrading program, who is the recipient? Certainly not the 
enlisted man. 
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The very fact that the cost of 
correcting this matter is a mere 
$695,000 a year is one of the big 
reasons why Rep. Bob Wilson’s H.R. 
bill 5638 should be passed at once.

~ traditional anti-militarism of America’s (and Great 
Britain’s and Canada’s) cultural tradition has, during 
the past 20 years, been weakened by the almost continuous 


requirements of hot and cold 
war that have kept two million 
or more men under arms at all 
times. 

But this tradition has only 
weakened. It has not been com- 
pletely erased. Give the major- 
ity of Americans, including many 
in uniform, just the slightest ex- 
cuse and it flares back into vio- 
lent existence. 

Granted that if the flare-up is 
not kept supplied with fuel, it 
dies down (but never yet out). 
Still the tradition represents a 
danger. 

The military services frequent- 
ly seem to forget ‘this fact. They 
adopt an arrogance toward the 
nation whose servants they are 
supposed to be.’ When evidence 
of this arrogance on the part of 
any one service is made public, 
all services are hurt. 

Most recent example of this is, 
of course, the Air Force’s man- 
ual on security.

IT IS NOT my purpose to 
argue the truth or falsity of the 
facts alleged in the manual. It 
is rather the conclusions in the 
manual and the general attitude 
adopted by top Air Force offi- 
cials that bothers me.

Then the tickers reported that 
the small army of attackers 
might be a Polish terrorist organ- 
ization. This resulted from the 
foreign-sounding names of the 
Puerto Ricans, but the newsmen 
were too shook to get their facts 
straight. They had been reporting 
mimeographed handouts too long. 

It took about an hour for the 
cream of the nation’s press to 
get their teletype facts straight- 
ened out.

ONE REPORTER who got all 
shook up over that case was 
another Transradio man. Don 
didn’t get shook until many 
months later, when he and_I cov- 
ered the trial of the surviving 
would-be assassin. To make sure 
that we got.the story reported 
promptly, Transradio ran an ex- 
pensive private phone wire from 
the court house to our teletype 
room in the Press Building in 
downtown Washington. 


After many hours of tedium, 
the trial finally dragged to a con- 
clusion and the jury announced 
it had reached a verdict (if found 
guilty, the gunman could have 
been executed). The entire ar- 
fair was reaching a climax. As 
the- jury foreman rose to an- 
nounce the verdict, Don edged 
toward the door of the courtroom 
in an effort to beat the AP, UP 
and INS by a few seconds (Don 
was lean and fast; a very good 
reporter). 

The foreman started to speak 
as Don reached the door. I sat 
at the press table, ready to follow 
the verdict flash with a complete 
account. The juryman declared: 
“Guilty!” 

Don was off like a flash. He 
beat the opposition to the press 
room by a good three seconds. 
He reached eagerly for the phone. 
A strange hand clamped over 
Don’s. Don shook the hand loose. 
The hand was more insistent. 

Don shoved the pudgy owner 
of the hand, and the owner 
shoved back. “You unprintable 
obscenity of something nasty.” 
Don screamed (I’m only approxi- 
mating his speech, of course), 
but the little man calmly with- 
drew a paper from his breast 
pocket. “Im a process server,” the 
man said, “and this is a court 
order in the case involving your 
divorce proceedings.” 

Don was just phoning in the 
bulletin when I reached the press 
room two minutes later. He was 
no longer the imperturbable cor- 
respondent who had covered a 
thousand exciting events.

Hence Mr. Lippmann and 
others who have given thought 
to the problem are coming to 
realize that the only way for the 
U.S. to deny the Soviet Union 
knowledge of the location of our 
retaliatory weapons is to put 
them in moving bases. 

As an engineering proposition, 
continuous motion for heavy 
weights is more easily and cheap- 
ly achieved at sea than in the 
air or even on land, 

Therefore it is logical that we 
should seek to increase the num- 
ber of our sea-based retaliatory 
weapons. 

It is wholly illogical for us to 
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Once an attack been 
launched, there is little point in 
retaliating against empty missile 
sites. The targets of retaliation 
a be cities or industrial com- 
plexes, seaports or transportation 
systems. 


The essence of deterrence lies 
in the inevitability. of retaliation 
in such volume as to constitute 


utually establish 
nuclear attack by either side 
would become the equivalent of 
national suicide. Nuclear black- 
mail could not be successfully 
practiced because the threat be- 
hind it would be devoid of credi- 
bility.

THE FEAR of war being trig- 
gered by either side—perhaps by 
mistake—to forestall attack by 
the other side would disappear if 
such “pre-emptive attack” could 
not be expected to destroy the 
hostile nuclear force. 

In such a strategie climate, it 
might become possible to talk 
constructively about arms re- 
duction or such problems as the 
future of Germany. 

It will not be easy to do so as 
long as the Soviets continue to 
expand their invulnerable strik- 
ing foree, while our retaliatory 
power remains largely vulnerable 
to surprise destruction. 

As Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor has 
pointed out, “There is no living 
with Communism as an inferior.” 











T IS AN almost infallible as- 
tronomical joke to ask a stu- 
dent to tell what he knows about 
the nearest star. The answer one 
gets from a good student is that 
the nearest star is called Alpha 
Centauri, that it is a star of the 
southern hemisphere sky, that 
its distance is nearly 25 million 
million miles and so forth. The 
answer to all this erudition is: 
“Wrong, the nearest star is our 
Own sun.” 
Our sun is much nearer than 
Alpha Centauri by far. The ave- 


the sun is 93 million miles. In 
summer, in July, the distance 
of the earth from the sun is 94% 
million miles; in early January, 
when the earth is closest to the 
gun, the distance is 91% million 


miles, averaging out to the fig- 
ure first named which is the one 
listed in al]. books on astronomy. 

Our sun slowly revolves on its 
axis; it needs about 25 days to 
complete .one rotation. As for the 
appearance of the sun, when 
seen under strong magnification, 
the statement of old Sir William 
Herschel, made 180 years ago, is 
still correct, he said it “looks 
like rice soup.” In addition to 
this general. rice-soupy appear- 
ance there are-two solar features 
which can be observed most of 
the time. -One—especially bright 
rage distance from the earth to spots which are called solar 
flares; two—the sunspots which 
look dark, but only by contrast 
with the surrounding “rice soup.” And that is how the idea of a 

In size these sunspots, which 
usually occur in clusters, can 
be enormous. It is not at all rare 


that a sunspot has a diameter of 
several times that of the earth. 
. * + 

ASTRONOMERS will be very 
happy to tell you all these things 
if you ask them. They can. add 
the information that they have 
succeeded in measuring the tem- 
peratures of both the bright 
areas and the inner “dark” por- 
tion of a*sunspot‘and that they 
have found that the temperature 
of the dark center of a sunspot 
is always about 3000 degrees 
fahrenkeit less than that of the 
bright sections. But if you ask 
them what the sunspots really 
are and what causes them they 
don’t have an answer, 

But they would like to know. 


solar satellite came to be con- 
ceived. Just as it is possible to 
put an artificial satellite in an 


orbit around the earth which is 
such that the satellite will seem 
to stand still over one spot, it is 
possible to place an artificial 
satellite into an orbit around the 
sun so that it will seem to stand 
still over one spot. 

The method is the same in 
both cases. The earth needs 24 
hours to turn on its axis, hence 
the socalled “stationary satel- 
lite” has to be put into an orbt 
in which it takes 24 hours to go 
around the earth. This is the 
case if the orbit is 22,300 miles 
above the equator of the earth. 

- * + 
TO HAVE a satellite stationary 
with respect to a spot on the 
equator of the sun its orbit must 
be such that it will need 25 days 
to . complete one revolution 
around ‘the sun, This is the case 
at a distance of 15 million miles 

from the sun’s surface, 

The observatory satellite (un- 
manned, of course) would have 
to .be considerably nearer the 
sun than Mercury, which is the 





natural planet nearest the sun, 
36 million miles away on the 
average. 

Such a solar observatory, not 
possible at the moment but in 
the near future, might be a very 
useful investment. It probably 
would unravel the mystery of 
the sunspots and it might also 
teach us more about the so- 
called flares. The latter would 
be important for space travel 
purposes because solar flares 
throw bursts of radiation into 
space and it would be useful: to 
be able to predict their appear- 
ance. 

On top of it all such an ob- 
servatory might teach us more 
about the hydrogen fusion that 
keeps the sun going, it may give 
us a-clue whether, or how, the 
sun’s hydrogen fusion could be 
imitated on earth. 

The idea of such a satellite is 
still in its early stages but # 
shows that the opportunities for 
using artificial satellites are 
literally unlimited.

extension of the Korea GI Bill to 
the post-Korea group will cost: tax- 
payers $201 million the first year, 
and in excess of $500 million in 
the program's peak year of 1963. 

Yarborough, in testimony before 
the House Veterans Committee, 
said his bill didn’t follow the Korea 
GI Bill formula “because he want- 
ed to distinguish between wartime 
and. peacetime service.” 

S-1138 would give cold war vet- 
erans one and one-half days of 
school credit for each day of mili- 
tary service. The subsistence form- 





ula is the same as for the Korea GI 
Bill, $110 for single ex-GIs; $135 
for those with one dependent; and 
$165 for those with two or more 
dependents. 

Other bills which call for the 
same subsistence payments but on 
a much reduced service credit 
formula (day for day) would cost 
Uncle Sam $183 million the first 
year and $388 million by the peak 
year of 1963, VA estimates. 

Administrative costs, including 
counseling and beneficiary travel, 
would cost about one-sixth of the 
direct benefit cost.

In an interview, Collins and 
members of his staff expanded on 
the four-point program which was 
given the House Defense Appro- 
priations subcommittee in hearings 
released last week. 

Collins also gave an important 
clarification of the fourth point — 
the necessity for continuing “ex- 
isting non-contributory retirement 
benefits to include cost of living 
adjustments for individuals once 
placed upon the retired rolls.” 

“It is up to the schools,” Gen. 
Collins said, “to teach that there 
are obligations that go with the 
privilege of American citizen- 
ship.”

HE SAID that while he was not 
an educational expert and had no 
specific program that he wanted 
American public schools to adopt, 
he was personally disturbed by 
what he felt was the lessening of 
recognition in the schools of the 
fact that one of the privileges of 
citizenship was to fulfill the obli- 
gations of citizenship willingly. 

He said that we must recognize 
that we are in a competitive world 
situation, in education as in other 
fields, and that while he would not 
advocate changing our system of 
education to mirror that of our 
major competitor, he thinks that 
some agency of government or 
Congress should take the lead in 
determining why it is that most 
young people do not see or feel 
this competitiveness. Such an in- 
vestigation could lead to recom- 
mendations on changes necessary 
to make young people realize that 
there is more to life than trying 
to achieve a higher individual 
standard of living. 

Collins said that in his experi- 
ence, most young men who come 
into the Army are ready to accept 
their obligations, once they are 
explained to them. Draftees, he 
said, seem to be well motivated, to 
take training well and to do good 
job for the two years they are 
in the Army. An increasing num- 
ber find that military life is for 
them and make military service a 
career. But for a volunteer Army, 
there must be even more men will- 
ing to put the preservation of their 
country ahead of their material 
well being.

MATERIAL well being, in the 
Army view, is not to be ignored. 
A definite part of military pay, in 
the Army’s opinion, is the retire- 
ment benefit that the services now 
can offer their members. 

This retirement benefit should 
continue to be a non-contributory 
one, Collins said. To make the 
program a contributory program 
would create a host of expenses 
and difficulties which would de- 
stroy any benefit that might be 
derived from it. 

Most men do not finally decide 
to make military service their ca- 
reers until the fifth to seventh 
year of service.

TO SET UP a contributory sys- 
tem would require enormous 
bookkeeping efforts. The people 
required would make the expense 
out of line with the results, some 
officials feel. 

Besides, in figuring military pay, 
the dollar value of the salaries of 
various grades was, according to 
a statement in 1959 by Rep. Paul 
Kilday (D., Tex.), who has re- 
cently been considering a contribu- 
tory system, reduced to take into 
account the value of retirement, of 
“fringe benefits” and of the hous- 
ing allowance. 

Unless military pay salaries are 
raised, the contributory system 
would do two things: 

@ It would cut the salary by 
as much as $180 a month. 

@ It would remove the built-in 
retention feature of the present 
retirement program. Since a man 
cannot collect the additional sal- 
ary that retirement represents un- 
less he stays in service for at least 
20 years, men with considerable 
service are inclined to stay in, if 
possible, rather than lose the sub- 
stantial value of retirement. 

Under a contributory system, 
the government would have to per- 
mit men to take out of the fund, 
if they left service, at least that 
portion which was contributed 
from their pay. It would seem fair 
in addition to pay them some in- 
terest on this amount.

GEN. COLLINS and his staff 
also said that they fully supported 
the present effort to restore the 
relationship between retired pay 
and active duty pay. By this they 
meant that retired pay should be 
a percentage of current active 
duty pay. 

The Army statement that retire- 
ment benefits should “include cost 
of living adjustments” was made 
with the historical justification for 
military pay raises in mind. 

Military pay raises have histori- 
cally lagged behind Civil Service 
and civilian pay, have been ad- 
justed upward to “meet increases 
in the cost of living.” Since this 
is true, a raise in active duty pay 
should be reflected by a similar 
raise in retired pay, it was said.

IT IS NOT the Army’s position 
that simple percentage increases 
in retired pay computed on- the 
basis of active duty pay at the 
time of retirement would meet the 
goal listed in this fourth point. 

DCSPer officials said they were 
satisfied that progress is 
made in improving troop and fam- 
ily housing. They pointed out that 
the Army is engaged in a 10-year

gram. This program includes not 
only the new barracks that are 
springing up at Army posts 
throughout the country but also 
related facilities such as chapels, 
service clubs, theaters, PX’s and 
community facilities of other kinds. 

With respect te family housing, 
these officials said that they still 
feel that MCA housing — housing 
built with appropriated funds and 
belonging entirely to the govern- 
ment on completion — is better 


to continue and where necessary 
to increase its efforts to bring to 
individual Congressmen the reali- 
zation that there is an “implied 
contract” when a man agrees to 
make military service his career 
and that the benefits he has when 
he begins service will still be 
available toward the end of that 
career. 

These officials said that in one 
area — that of dental care for de- 
pendents — they felt that the 
Army should get Congressional 
permission to provide such care, 
regardless of the location of the 
dependent, first to the fullest pos- 
sible extent of existing military 
dental facilities. This would mean 
relief from the present require- 
ment that dental care for depen- 
dents be provided only in “remote 
installations.”

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Rescue Unit Saves Its 107th 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, 
Hawaii. — A young marine, 
who met misfortune on a re- 
cent weekend hike into the 
Waianae Mountains, was saved 
from death when an Army 
land rescue team sergeant 
used 2000 feet of nylon rope 
to go where helicopters and 
ordinary mountain climbers 
could not, 


The marine, 18-year-old PFC 
Roy Kocurek, had ventured farther 
than he should have—and wound 
up sitting in a crevice for 40 hours. 


Gusty winds forced helicopters 
to keep a respectful distance from 
the mountainside where Kocurek 
was trapped—600 feet from the top, 
200 from the bottom. 

. - + 


IT WAS SFC Mamoru Shimizu, 
leader of the rescue team at Scho- 
field, whose heroism turned the 
tables on tragedy. 

As helicopters hovered and 
observers watched through scopes, 
Shimizu made a slow descent from 
the 800-foot-high crest of the ridge. 

The elements and approaching 
darkness had entered the picture 
the evening before when Kocurek 
was finally sighted. 

“On the afternoon before when 
he had been on the ledge more than 
24 hours.” Shimizer said, “we 
spotted him on the Waianae side of 
Kolekole Pass. We tried to reach 
him from the bottom at first, but 
it was too steep and there was too 
much danger of rockslides.” 

We made another attempt from 
the top, but we had only five coils 
of rope and darkness was approach- 
ing,” Shimizu said. 

+ * * 

“THERE WAS nothing to do but 
wait till morning. I went home, 
thinking I’d try to get some rest 
for the job in the morning. But I 
couldn’t help but see that man 
stranded on the hill. It began to 
rain hard. There was lightning and 
thunder. I prayed to God that he 
would still be hanging there in the 
morning. 

“He was in a steep spot and there 
was a chance that water might flow 
down the ravine. I didn’t get a bit 
of rest that night.” 

The team returned to the moun- 
tain top at daybreak. After two 
hours of preparation, Shimizu be- 
gan the dangerous descent. He had 
to work fast—it was a non-stop 
800-foot trip to the bottom and the 
rescuer had only seconds to tie 
a six-foot piece of rope around 
Kocurek’s waist. 

“I came upon him on a ledge 
that was too small for him to stand 
on,” he said. “I tied a bowline 
around his waist.”

KOCUREK WAS taken by 
ambulance to the dispensary at 
the Naval Ammunition Depot at 
Laulaulei. Doctors pronounced him 
in remarkably good-shape. 

Observers were amazed that 
Kocurek had been able to get to 
the seemingly inaccessible ledge.

They are ready to scale mountain 
cliffs or don underwater apparatus 
for skindiving operations. The team 
has been credited with saving 107 
persons and recovering 94 bodies.

‘Too Many’ Army Clerks Eyed

WASHINGTON — An overabun- 
dance of clerical employees was de- 
scribed this week as a problem of 
growing concern for Army civilian 
employee managers who are trying 
to cut down on job costs in the 
civilian field. 

As of last June, there were 121,- 
000 civilian employees working in 
grades GS-1 through GS-6—most of 
them doing some type of clerical 
work for the Army. This group 
represents over 30 percent of the 





total civilian work force and 60 
percent of all white-collar em- 
ployees. 

Their salaries represent one- 
quarter of the total amount spent 
by the Army on civilian employees.

AS A RESULT of this situation, 
the Army is putting special empha- 
sis on the lower grade civilian jobs 
in present studies of economy and 
efficiency.

ARMY OFFICIALS pointed out 
that these MOS’s are NOT contin- 
ually overstrength but move in 
and out of such areas from month 
to month. For instance, as was 
stated earlier, only missilemen in 
223, 224 and 226 will be frozen 
for promotion purposes in April 
upgrading quotas. 

And sometimes the balance be- 
tweeen overstrength and under- 
strength is so delicate that a sin- 
gle levy by CONARC or RADCOM 
for missilemen will put an MOS 
not only in balance but perhaps 
in a shortage area. 

However, according to reports, 
there is widespread growing dis- 
content among missilemen turned 
newly out of schools when they 
find there is no immediate call 
for their skills. 

The Army has, in effect, recog- 
nized this.

IN THE INTERIM, they are be- 
ing assigned duty MOS’s and many 
are fearing mistakenly, it was re- 
ported, that they have been re- 
classified to the lower skill. 

The Army has given out explicit 
instructions that these men. must 
be reported in their primary mis- 
sile MOS so that they will not be 
lost when they are needed. No 
reclassification by MOS number is 
authorized unless specific provision 
is made by the Department of the 
Army in Washington. 

Bitterly disappointed in many 
cases were high school graduates 
who enlisted under an option that 
they would get missile school 
training, only to find out later 
that while they did get the train- 
ing they were not going to be 
allowed to use it.

ACTUALLY, Army officials ‘said 
that they are not at fault. The 
missile program was cut back, leav- 
ing it with a surplus of many 
men in missile MOS’s. Rather than 
fail to keep enlistment and school 
commitments, the Army went 
ahead with its program to train 
men it will pick up in new weap- 
ons systems later. 

This led, it was reported, to tem- 
porary maladjustments and dislo- 
cations.

There are 45,- 
795 retired under earlier laws, in- 
cluding 41,302 officers and 4493 
enlisted men. They would not get 
on raises under the equalization 
bill. 

@ There are 152,356. retired 
under the Career Compensation 
Act. including 60,085 officers and 
92,271 enlisted men. Of these, 49- 
883 officers and 64,274 enlisted 
men would receive raises. (See 
table.) Of the officers, over 34,000 
are in the grades 0-4 through 0-6. 
The raises vary from $4 a year for 
some 516 E-3s (disability retire- 
ments) to $4911 for nine former 
chiefs of staff. 

@® Of the officers receiving 
raises, 37,533 are non-disability re- 
tirees and 12,350 disability retirees. 

@® The cost figures are based 
on the full year cost for fiscal 1961. 

In its report to Mr. Vinson, De- 
fense noted that its earlier esti- 
mates of the cost at $24 million was 
incorrect and the fiscal 1961 cost 
will be actually $31,320,000. * Cost 
for fiscal 1962 is $30,694,000 and 
for fiscal 1963 it’s $30,080,000. Aft- 
er that cost will drop, Defense esti- 
mates, about two percent a year. 
These figures do not include the 
cost for ‘the Coast Guard, which 
will run about $1.8 million in fis- 
cal 1961. 

@ Of the $31,320,000 cost in

@ ~The cost would be $6,029,972 
for enlisted men: This includes 
$1,177,833, for non-disability re- 
tirees and $852,139 for disability 
retirees.

Info Misfits Due 
To Untrained 10s? 


FORT MEADE, Md.: Like Ser- 
geants Bestwick and Kelsay (Army 
Times Commentary, 20 February) 
I am a member of the information 
field who is concerned about the 
“overstrength” report in MOS 701 
(information specialist). As an E-5, 
I am directly affected by the freeze. 

I have also worked in the infor- 
mation field both in the United 
States and Europe and I have wit- 
nessed an acute shortage of 
trained information specialists and 
an “overage” of untrained informa- 
tion specialists, 

However, I do not consider the 
shortage of trained personnel in 
the information sections with which 
I have had contact as entirely the 
result of a shortage in the field. 
Nor do I attribute the presence 
of untrained personnel in the field 
to this alleged shortage. 

I hold “malassignment” and “un- 
trained information officers” (most- 
ly those for whom the information 
function is not a primary duty) re- 
sponsible in great part for the pres- 
ence of misfits in the information 
field and the consequent shortage 
of trained pérsonnel. 

For instance, after graduation 
from the Army Information School, 
I worked for over a year as a ve- 
hicle registration clerk at Fort Polk, 
La., because an untrained informa- 
tion officer considered it too much 
“red tape” to try to get me as- 
signed to the section when he al- 
ready had a “warm body” (an un- 
trained information ist). 

Just as “warm bodies” occupying 
information specialist slots serious- 
ly hinder the effectiveness of the 
information program, “warm bod- 
ies” in information officer slots 
have the same effect through their 
faulty personnel procurement poli- 
cies which result in many “mal- 
assignments.” 

Therefore, I contend that pro- 
motion opportunities should be bet- 
ter than ever for the conscientious 
group of trained information per- 
sonnel who are carrying the bulk 
of the workload while burdened 
with a mass of well-meaning mis-

The. six permanent.plans which 
GI polieyhelders can borrow on in- 
clude 20-pay life, 30- life, or- 
dinary life, 20-year en en- 
dowment at age 60, and endowment 
at age 65. Only GI term ‘insurance 
has no loan value. 

Even if the veteran borrows the 
limit permissible on his policy, the 
policy. remains in effect, altheugh 
the protection is reduced until the 
loan is repaid, the VA explained. 

All protection ceases forever 
when the policy is surrendered for 
cash, the VA said, because once 
the GI policy is cancelled, it cannot 
be restored. 

Annual. interest on. GI policy 
loans is computed on the unpaid 
balance, and should be paid on or 
before the due date, the VA em- 
phasized. Should a veteran die be- 
fore repaying the loan in full, the 
unpaid balance is deducted from 
the policy proceeds before the bene- 
ficiaries are paid.

tangle are left dangling in 
the final volume of the Army’s 
trilogy on the China-Burma- 
India Theater in World War II. 
Allied victory, coming when it 
did, in effect doomed Chiang 
Kai-shek to eventual loss of the 
China mainland. 

That is the irony of the total 
story. But the core of the book 
is the American attempt to give 
the Chinese an army they could 
support and also powerful 
enough to insure China’s free- 
dom. 

By the end of July 1945, LA. 
Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer and the 
troops under him had 11 Chi- 
nese Nationalist divisions with 
13 weeks of training under their 
belts and 22 more on their. first 
training cycle. Five battle-tested 
divisions fresh from the Burma 
campaign could be added to the 
total. There were the begin- 
nings of a supply service. 

Although the remainder of 
Chiang’s army was no better 
than it had been and replace- 
ment was still a problem, the 
Chinese forces were gaining in 
strength. But with Japan’s 
surrender, time ran out. The 
Generalissimo was left with a 
nation that was less than 
whole to face both internal 
and external Communist 
threats. 

Romanus and Sunderland de- 
scribe the conclusion of the bit- 
ter Salween River fighting and 
the end of the North Burma 
Campaign that reopened com- 
munications with China. When 
the fighting stopped on 14 Aug. 
1945, soldiers ran cheering in the 


streets, Chinese civilians offer- 
ed license and set off fire- 
crackers, and Americans at 
home shouted and wept and 


prayed. But the authors add a 
sobering note: 
“The day they celebrated 


would mark not the end of the 
20th century drama of conflict 
between Pacific powers but the 
end only of an act. The curtain 
was to rise again.”—L.Y.B.

HERE’S a specific. example of 
what's attempted to be said here: 

The newcomer to the varied 
world of jazz music is apt to get 
the idea that jazz music and 
dance music are somehow differ- 
ent things. Some critics have 
told him so, and so have some 
deservedly prominent musicians. 

But, it is not necessarily so, 
no matter what you are apt to 
hear played by some of the more 


' publicized younger jazz experi- 


mentalists today. Jazz most cer- 
tainly can be dance music. It 
need not be, of course, but it 
can be. 

Indeed, to many of the finest 
musicians raised in a world 
where jazz was never dreamed 
to. be analogous to abstract art, 
jazz and dancing went together. 
Benny Goodman’ still feels this 
way, for example, although he 
is quick to admit this is only 
his point of view. And Bobby 
Hackett has said he greatly pre- 
fers to play where people are 
dancing than on a concert stage. 
He thinks he plays better jazz 
in a club, with people dancing, 
than in a concert hall, with 
people staring. There are many 
other “name” jazzmen who agree. 

And, in the event that those 
loosely known as squares are 
scanning this piece, let me sug- 
gest that the reason why Guy 
Lombardo’s music is known to 
be “good dance music” is simply 
because most people don’t dance 
too well— meaning have some 
trouble keeping in time to the 
music — and when dancing to 
Lombardo’s music the’ near-ab- 
sence of “a solid: beat” enables 
those who don’t feel time sharp- 
ly enough to create their own 
time (usually some version of 
what has come to be known as 
“businessman’s bounce’).

I SUPPOSE it should be 
pointed out that the vast ma- 
jority of people who enabled 
jazz music to come out of its 
back-room shell in the mid- 
thirties were not really jazz (or 
swing) enthusiasts as much as 
they were dance enthusiasts. 
Goodman, for example, had 4 
dance band, and a good one, 
That. it was also a dance band 
on his terms—meaning a jazz 
dance band—is true, but another 
matter. 

Perhaps why we are not living 
in an era of decent popular

“The surest way to prevent war is not to fear it”?— 


John Randolph. 


On 5 March 1806 in the House 
of Representatives, Randolph of 
Roanoke scouted the idea of a 
possible second war with Eng- 
land. It is one of his more con- 
structive says. Usually he was 
opposed to almost everything and 
everybody. Even this statement, 
true as it may be, contains a nega- 
tive implication. 

Randolph opposed President 
Thomas Jefferson and Secretary 
of State James Madison, his fel- 
low Virginians. Later he op- 
posed the War of 1812, the Mis- 
souri Compromise, and Andrew 
Jackson’s nullification policy. He 
fought the national bank, protec- 





tion of trade, and any interfer- 
ence with slavery. He was fore- 
man of the grand jury which in- 
decisive duel with Henry Clay. 
Elected to the House in 1799, 
after a famous debate with Pa- 
trick Henry, he served in House 
and Senate, with the exception 
of two terms, until 1829. i 
“lean Murat . . . imperious cynic, 
half mad, half genius,” as Mar- 
quis James terms him, was one 
of the most eloquent orators the 
House has had. Caustic and witty, 
it has been said that he probably 
spoke to more listeners than any

More next week, 


Aberdeen Proving Ground 


HERE are 62 sets of government quar- 

ters on the post for officers, 58 for 

enlisted men. 
‘ Other quarters available to military 
personnel are the 299 sets of Lanham Act 
quarters in the, Swan Meadows project 
and the recently acquired Wherry housing 
project, Chesapeake Gardens, now classi- 
fied as government quarters. 

In the Swan Meadows project there 
are two and three bedroom houses avail- 
able to enlisted personnel assigned to 
APG on a permanent status, with priority 
going to the lower enlisted ranks. 

Chesapeake Gardens is a Wherry proj- 
ect recently acquired by the Army located 
adjacent to the post. At present it con- 
tains 796 one, two and three-bedroom 
apartments for military personnel as- 
signed to APG on a permanent basis. 

However, after the extensive reno- 

vation project which is planned for the 
“Gardens” there will be 670 one, two 
three and four-bedroom apartments with 
better accommodations and more room. 
Personnel receiving quarters in Chesa- 
peake Gardens should expect some in- 
convenience during the renovation proc- 
ess, but will appreciate the final effect 
of the renovation, which is scheduled 
to start in July. 

Upon completion there will be 284 
units for officers, 309 units for EM and 
68 sets for the Ordnance Advanced Class. 
Some one-bedroom units in the officers 
area will be used as Female Officers Quar- 
ters.

OFF-POST trailer parks are located 
within a radius of three to 10 miles from 
post, where spaces are normally avail- 
able. The APG trailer park contains 45 
units with a waiting period of about three 
to six months. Ground rent is $6 per 
month and utilities are prorated and vary 
between $10 and $15 per month. 

The APG housing office maintains a 
current listing of available off-post hous- 
ing. Average rentals in the surrounding 
areas are: One bedroom unfurnished, $45 
to $75, furnished $65 to $90; two-bedroom 
unfurnished, $55 to $90, furnished $75 to 
$100; three-bedroom $90 to $125. 

Personnel reporting in to Aberdeen 
on a permanent change of station be- 
come eligible for government quarters 
on arrival at APG and should make 
application for quarters at the housing 
office, Bldg. 2459. 

Bachelor Officers reporting in to Aber- 
deen Proving Ground normally will have 
adequate quarters. At present we have 
278 accommodations which are considered 
adequate and 184 sleeping accommoda- 
tions. The present rates are $1 per day 
for rooms with public bath and $1.50 per 
day % or full bath, these not to exceed 
the monthly rates.

For enlisted personnel, housing fur- 
nished for senior NCOs down to and in- 
cluding E-5, are single brick houses, for- 
mer Wherry type multiple apartment 
units, and newly constructed Capehart 
duplexes. 

The average waiting period for on-post 
family type quarters is variable. Colonels 
and lieutenant colonels, about three to 
eight weeks; majors, two to six months; 
captains, six to 12 months; lieutenants, 
about six to 12 months, and warrants, 
about eight to 12 months. 


The average waiting period for family 
type quarters for enlisted men: E-9, E-8 
and E-7, about one to three months on all 
permanent quarters except single brick 
houses, which will run six to 12 months.

OFF-POST housing is available for 
families within a radius of 15 miles of 
the post. Apartments in the area are 
available immediately. One bedroom 
apartments unfurnished start at $75; fur- 
nished, at $90. 

Two-bedroom apartments unfurnished 
start at $100, and furnished $120. Three- 
bedroom apartments start at $125 and up. 

Unfurnished houses in the area with 
the same number of bedrooms run at least 
$15 more than their counterparts in apart- 
ments, plus utilities. Furnished houses in 
the area start at $140 up, plus utilities. 

Approximately 250 families live in 
trailers. The post has no trailer facilities; 
however, there are many off-post trailer 
facilities that are considered good, with 
several trailer parks within about eight 
miles of the post.

WERSONNEL reporting for assignment 

at Blue Grass will find housing im- 
mediately available in Blue Grass Homes, 
the local Wherry Hosing Project. In 
addition, there are three sets of govern- 
ment quarters and a small BOQ. Houses 
and apartments off-post in the nearby 
towns of Richmond and Berea are readily 
available and reasonably priced, averag- 
ing from about $40 per month for a one- 


seat 
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bedroom apartment to $90 per month for 
a two-bedroom house. 

Blue Grass Ordnance Depot is located 
on U.S. 25, five miles south of Richmond, 
Ky., population 10,000; and six miles north 
of Perea, Ky., population 3000. 

Housing in Lexington, 30 miles to the 
north of the depot, is a little more ex- 
pensive and more difficult to obtain. 
There are no trailer parks or guest houses 
on the post, but temporary visitors will 
find numerous hotels and motels within 
a 30-mile radius of the depot, at reason- 
able rates. 

While it may require as long as two 
years for government quarters on the post 
to become available, the 65-unit Wherry 
project (known as Blue Grass Homes, 
Incorporated) is located on the depot, 
consisting of three one-bedroom, 34 two- 
room, and 28 three-bedroom units, which 
rent for $50, $60, and $70 respectively; 
there are nearly always vacancies in one 
or more of the two-bedroom units. Bottle 
gas is used for heating and cooking, and 
the. cost averages about $5 per month, 
varying with the season of the year. 
There is also a charge for other utilities 
such as electricity which averages about 
$3 to $5 per month, and $3.60 for sewage 
disposal, water, garbage collection, and po- 
lice and fire protection. 

The houses are unfurnished except 
for the kitchens, which have stoves and 
refrigerators. Persons who desire to rent

THE NEAREST military installation 
having a commissary, post exchange, and 
hospital, is Fort Knox, 140 miles away. 
The depot maintains a dispensary for 
treatment of minor illnesses, and excel- 
lent medical and hospital facilities are 
available in Lexington, Berea and Rich- 
mond. 

Children of personnel who live on the 
depot attend Kingston elementary school 
approximately two miles south of the de- 
pot; a bus from the depot transports the 
children to and-from sehool. There are 
high schools in each town, as well as 
Eastern Kentucky State College in Rich- 
mond and Berea College in Berea. The 
University of Kentucky and Transylvania 
College, are located in Lexington. 

Recreational and shopping facilties in 
Richmond, Berea and Lexington are con- 
sidered excellent. 


Boston Army Base 


HOUSING in the area of Boston Army 
Base is a major problem for all new 
arrivals. 

Government quarters are not avail- 
able at the Boston Army Base but the 
installation has a housing bureau which 
maintains listings of off-post housing ac- 
commodations — apartments and houses, 
furnished and unfurnished, within a ra- 
dius of 18 miles. In addition, real estate 
agents and local newspapers provide ex- 
cellent sources of information for indi- 
viduals who desire to rent or purchase. 

High state and city taxes account for 
high rentals and purchase price of self- 
owned homes. Price ranges for apartment 
rentals: 


1 bedroom $95-125 (furn.); $65- 90 
2 bedrooms 100-135 (furn.); 75-100 
3 bedrooms 150-200 (furn.); 125-185 


Low rentals for families of enlisted 
personnel are sometimes available in city 
of Boston housing projects. 

Single houses range from $110 to $185, 
unfurnished, two-three bedrooms. Utili- 
ties average $30 monthly.

Trailer parks are not accessible to the 
Boston Army Base.

GUEST HOUSE is located at Fort 
Banks, Winthrop, approximately eight 
miles from the base. Accommodations are 
limited, charge is $1.50 per night per 
person. Messing facilities are not avail- 
able for families. 

BOQ at the Boston Naval Shipyard 
will accommodate military personnel tem- 
porarily. 

Transportation: Surface cars and buses 
as well as subway trains are operated in 
the Boston area and connect with other 
lines from suburban areas. Train serv- 
ice to suburban towns and cities. south 
and west has been curtailed and many 
lines discontinued. 

Normal commuting time from the 
Army Base to points south is about 30-45 
minutes; fare 75c to $1.50. North and 
west, about one hour with slightly high- 
er fares. 

Normal commuting time from sur- 
rounding areas to the Boston Army Base, 
by private car, is 30 minutes to one hour. 
Numerous expressways are available and 
many more are under consideration. 

Schools present no problem. Educa- 
tional institutions are adequate in all 
areas, parochial and public. 

Personnel are advised not to transport 
their families without first visiting the 
Boston area. Living in motels and simi- 
lar quarters is very expensive. 

Letters addressed to the Army Housing 
Bureau, Boston Army Base, Boston 10, 
Mass., stating requirements and price 
range will be given personal attention.

Book Explains. Art of Printing and Ei 


By JACOB DESCHIN 

TS AMATEUR whe hands 

his negatives over to a 
photofinisher for - printing 
does not know what he is 
missing in forfeiting-the op- 
portunity to do the job himself. The 
satisfactions of doing one’s own 
processing are spelled out in de- 
tailed clarity in the sixth edition of 

Dr. O. R. Croy’s “The Complete Art 

of Printing and Enlarging” (Lon- 

don: Focal Press; New York: Am- 
photo. 251 pp. $4.95), just pub- 
lished here. 

Dr. Croy has the gift of inviting 

‘the reader’s interest by assuming 
no previous knowledge on the read- 
er’s part, writing in language cal- 
culated to be easily understood by 
the beginner, and presenting his 
material in the classical sequence 
of ‘stating first things first. 

Moreover, without obviously try- 
ing to do so, he manages to beguile 
the reader almost from the start 
with the assorted pleasures of print- 
making in its many attractive 
phases. 

He is economical with words, 
illustrates technical procedures 
with simple drawings, and deals 
out material in small compact 

» doses under many headings, add- 

ing to the book’s readability and 
convenience. 

First published ten years ago, the 
book has had a generous public ac- 
ceptance not only in the English 
and American editions, but also in 
the German, French, Spanish, Swed- 
ish, Danish, and Norwegian ver- 
sions. 

There are five parts, “From Neg- 
ative to Print,” “Finer Points of 
Print Making,” “Combination Print- 
ing,” “Off the Beaten Track,” and 
“Aftertreatment, Retouching, and 
Finishing” plus an appendix listing 
faults and troubles and their cause 
and prevention, and miscellaneous 
formulas. 

Lots of well reproduced photo- 
graphs demonstrate the variety of 
effects that may be achieved by the 
amateur who wants to .get more 
out of printing than routine photo- 
graphs. These include such tech- 
niques as controlling the tone val- 
ues (spot printing, vignetting, high 
and low key, image color variation); 
control of definition (soft focus, 
grain suppression, texture screens); 
printing on fabrics, pen-and-ink 
drawing on prints, solarization, 
printing on curved surfaces, hand 
coloring of prints, and a host of 
other methods.

ROBERT McCOY’S “Practical 
Photography” (New York: Tapling- 
er Publishing Co., Inc. 291 pp. $4) 
is based on an instructor’s experi- 
ences in teaching photography to 
beginners. Designed primarily for 
use as a text in high school and 
college courses, it can also be used 
for self-teaching by those who can 
discipline themselves to follow the 
text with reasonable attentiveness. 

The author facilitates the 
“course” approach with a series 
of laboratory assignments and 
questionnaires designed to check 
the student’s comprehension of 
the content of each chapter and 
to help him master it. 

The chapters include guidance in 
the choice of a camera, picture tak- 
ing and processing, movies, color, 
and professional photography. A 
bibliography, a formula section, il- 
lustrations, and a detailed index 
all help to round out a carefully 
prepared volume.

would you choose a service career for him—or, if you 


have a daughter, a service husband for her?” 


Of late, I have been asking this question of service wives (both 
of officer and enlisted personnel) — and I thought some of their 
answers might be of interest to others. Usually, a wife’s first reply 
was, “Well, I'd let the child decide.” But, after emphasizing that 
this was a purely hypothetical question, that we realized no mother 
ae Ste have “absolute control,” — these were the answers 
received: 


ARMY WIFE, ONE DAUGHTER, TEN YEARS SERVICE: “No! 
I'd never choose a service husband for her. I don’t have anything 
against the men, just against the life. I would much rather see my 
daughter settled in one place. I grew up in a small town, and it was 
a nice feeling to walk down the street and greet familiar faces. My 
daughter will never know how that feels. Living in one place has so 
much to offer.” 
* * + 
ARMY WIFE, TWO DAUGHTERS AND ONE SON, 15 YEARS 
SERVICE: “It’s hard to say. There are no service people on my side 
of the family — my father was a doctor. If my son could go into a 
good, solid civilian profession — or if my daughters could marry 
professional men — I’d choose this instead of a service career. How- 
ever, if my son did not have the aptitude to become a professional 
man, then I’d choose the service for him — because it is educational 
and interesting, and you do lead a much broader life.”

NAVY WIFE, THREE SONS, 19 YEARS SERVICE: “Absolutely 
not! I’d much rather see my boys in a good, civilian profession than 
in service. It is unrewarding, financially, and in many other ways. 
You have no security — for you never know when they are going to 
tell you to get out. When I look back on these years spent in service, 
I seem to have been so alone raising these boys. It has made me self- 
reliant, but it has been lonely, too. Then when I return to my home- 
town, I see schoolday friends who have married and stayed put, and 
they all seem to have so much more than I have.”

ARMY WIFE, THREE SONS AND ONE DAUGHTER, 28 YEARS 
SERVICE: “It’s hard for me to answer that, because two of my sons 
have already chosen the service, and my daughter married an Army 
man. But my third son, who is now of military age, hates everything 
about service life, and would be very unhappy if called. You have to 
be a certain type to get something out of iit.”

MARINE WIFE, TWO SONS, 16 YEARS SERVICE: “I had always 
hoped at least one of my sons would be an academy graduate, and 
— until recently — this is what I would have chosen. But, of late, 
things have changed greatly. I am an Army brat, and I believe in 
tradition — but the services don’t offer the security they once did. 
The rules are changed constantly, and you don’t know from one year 
to the next just what to expect.”

NAVY WIFE, TWO DAUGHTERS, 17 YEARS SERVICE: “Never. 
I’d never choose service life for them. This moving around and up- 
rooting the children, and being separated from your husband, is too 
hard on a family. You spend every penny you earn. I can’t wait until 
his 20 years are up so that we can get out. And if he doesn’t want to 
get out, he’ll just have to choose between the Navy and his family.”

WASHINGTON. — SP4 Jack Mc- 
Cartan of Fort Carson, Colo., the 
number one hero on the victorious 
U.S. ice hockey team in the Winter 
Olympic Games, was dropped from 
the U.S. squad several months ago. 

While trying out for an Olympic 
berth in trials at Minneapolis, Mc-

officials did he 
get the oppor- 
tunity to go to 
West Point for 
the final trials 
at the academy, 
Army Times 
learned this week. 

Given the second “look-see” at 
West Point, he soon opened the 
eyes of coach Jack Riley, thus even- 
tually enabling the U.S. to win its 
first Olympic ice hockey champion- 
ship.

A NOISY, cheering partisan 
crowd of 4500 had come to see 
Hudson win another fight but 
watched in silent disbelief as the 
Olympic hopeful lost his first pout 
since 1957.

They had come 
to see Hudson beat still another 
opponent into submission.

Hudson could not catch 
his speedy opponent again in the 
first round. 

Hudson had Johnson hanging on 
from straight rights three times 
in the second round but could not 
put him away.

Dental Corps Has Birthday; 


Reports 1800 on Active Duty 


WASHINGTON — The Dental 
Corps celebrated its 49th anniver- 
sary 3 March. Although it was of- 
ficially established by Congress in 
1911, the Dental Corps has antece- 
dents dating from the Civil War. 

In 1864 the Confederate States 
passed a law for conscription of 
dentists to serve in the Confeder- 
ate army. 

Not until 1901, however, were 
the first contract dental surgeons 
appointed. These 30 contract 
dental surgeons wore the uniform 
and enjoyed the privileges of an 
officer, but held no rank until they 
became first lieutenants with the 
establishment of the corps in 1911. 

Since that year, the Dental Corps 
has grown in size, facilities, tech- 
niques and educational opportuni- 
ties. The rank of major general 
was provided by law in 1946 for 
the Dental Corps. It is now head- 
ed by Maj. Gen. James M. Epperly. 

Today the Dental Corps has ap- 
proximately 1800 dentist on active 
duty in about 300 clinics in the 
states and overseas.

«WASHINGTON — Award of a contract for initial pro- 
duction of airframe components for the Army’s newest and 
most advanced free flight rocket system, the Little John, 


has been announced. 

Emerson Electric Manufactur- 
ing Co., St. Louis, was awarded 
a $234,864 contract for the com- 
ponents. 

Developed by the Army Rocket 
and Guided Missile Agency at 
Redstone Arsenal, the Little John 
is 14 feet long and 12% inches in 
diameter.

According to Dr. Peter C. Gold- 
mark, president and director of 
research, CBS Laboratories, the 
research and development arm of 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
Inc., the device, the Photoscan 
system, has the highest acuity and 
is the fastest visual reconnaissance 
system known. It provides far 
higher definition than convention- 
al television techniques. The lat- 
ter has approximately 500 lines of 
resolution whereas the Photoscan 
picture has in excess of 10,000 
lines. 


“Ordinary television techniques 
are not employed in Photoscan be- 
cause the, resolution is entirely 
inadequate,” Goldmark said. “In 
addition, storage of the recorded 
information and its delayed trans- 
mission from the scanner is essen- 
tial since successful penetration of 
the reconnaissance area rarely 
provides optimum conditions for 
the immediate transmission of the 
information collected.”

IN THE PHOTOSCAN system, 
an entirely new type of airborne 
electronic scanner processes the 
visual image from an aerial cam- 
era or other sensing device and 
converts that image to an elec- 
tronic signal. Then it is trans- 
mitted to another airborne relay 
station or directly to specially de- 
signed receiving equipment cn the 
ground. 

Dr. Goldmark reports that a 
number of new and advanced 
versions of the system. having 
widespread application are al- 
ready in the design stage. A 
visual reconnaissance payload 
for use in a _ reconnaissance 
rocket system has already been 
proposed. 

Renville H. McMann, technical 
manager of the military and in- 
dustrial systems department, CBS 
Labs says that a major disadvan- 
tage of conventional recon systems 
is that they depend entirely on the 
actual retrieval of the exposed 
film. Photoscan, however, makes 
physical retrieval of the film un- 
necessary.

Mobile Laboratory Speed

this case, it's a photo laberatory— 
entirely on wheels. 

Students enrolled in the photo 
laboratory operation course here at 
the Army Signal are get- 
ting a preliminary look at the new- 
ly arrived mobile aerial phote prec- 
essing laboratory. 

Measuring 30 feet long, eight feet 
wide, and 11 feet high, the 10-ten 
lab is designed for rapid develop- 
ment and mass reproduction of pic- 
tures taken by photo reconnais- 
sance planes at field army level. 

On a typical assignment, the 
darkroom, with its six-man crew, 
might be dispatched to an airstrip 
to meet an incoming recon plane. 
Within minutes the lab could pro- 
vide a print for ground delivery or 
air-dropping. Within an hour it 
could provide 1000 9”x9” or 9”x18” 
prints. 

The lab and its companion diesel- 
driven generater can be operated 
in temperatures ranging from 
minus 40 te .plus 170 degrees 
Farenheit.

THE CABIN is divided inte three 
compartments separated by light- 
tight deers. The forward compart- 
ment is used for the storage of 
water, air conditioners and space 
heaters. The eenter section “on- 
tains the necessary equipment for 
the viewing of negatives and the 
cutting and serting of finished 
prints. The rear section houses 
the equipment for the printing and 
processing of prints. 

The water supply system, con- 
sisting of two 50-gallon water stor- 
age tanks, one cold and one hot, 
circulates fresh water throughout 
the laboratory. It is designed so 
that water may be used for de- 
veloping, then be purified and re- 
used with no loss. Water can also 
be pumped into the lab through a 
50-foot hose from a stream or other 
source.
